S all the Song lere are written in the form of 
what is called common metre, ſo. the feaſon 
hereof i is to anſwer the deſign propoſed to me, of mak 
ing the ſcripture ſongs adapted to our common tunes, 
ſo as it may be practicable to ſing them as we do the 
Pſalms of David: and it is owned, that as to the rhyme 
here, it is not deſignedly neglected, but rather exactly 
ſtudied, notwithſtanding that blank verſe. is now be- 
come very faſhionable ; that is, where the meaſure is 
kept without rhyme.

In the preface to his Eſſay on Man, he gives this as one

pear obvious, that principles, maxims, and pre- 
„ep, fo, written, both ſtrike the reader 1 more ſtrong- · 
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y at firſt, and are more eaſily retained dy him af”. 
By theſe inſtances given from ſuch as cannot but be 
reckoned among the beſt judges of poetry, the readers of 
the following ſongs may be guarded againſt the tempta- 
tion of. vilifying and undetvaluing the facred matter 
thereof, on account of the ſtrict obſervance of the rbyme 
and metre, which, according to what is faid\above, ought 
rather to recommend them; and which is here: ſtudied, 
not, I hope, for the ſake of vain applauſe, ſuch as Mr. 
Byſ5he ſeems to ſpeak of, but that the divine truths may 
be delivered in a ſtrain tending both to pleaſe'the ear, 
and by that to ſtrike the heart of the reader, and faci- 
litate the retention or remembrance of the ſongs, which;
